a. Origin t This project originated as a firm proposal included In 
the SR Division Operational Program for FY 1956 (Revise) - FY 1957 
(Initial), TS #107830, approved by the DCI on 7 August 1956. The 
proposed objectives are In accordance with CIA responsibilities aa 
directed by BSC 5505/1. 

b. Whence proposed 1 Headquarters. 

3. 8ITOACT0B. 

Background: 

Latvia is a country of about 25 <700 square miles with an estimated 
population of 2, 100,000. It has a coast line of about 310 miles fronting 
on the Baltic and is otherwise surrounded by Soviet-controlled territory. 
The Latvian people belong to the ethnic group of Balts and are not a 
amber of either the Germanic or Slavic races. They have their own 
language, which belongs the Baltic branch of Ihdo-Buropean languages. 

The Latvian tribes settled down along the shores of the Baltic Sea in pre- 
historic times, for many centuries they were governed by various foreign . 
nations, l.e. Germans, Swedes, Poles, and Russians. Throughout all these 
centuries, the Latvian people preserved their national identity and their 
language. Zn 1916, Latvia became an independent republic, which it re- 
mained until 19*0, when It was occupied by the Soviet Union. Zn duly 19^1, 
the Soviets were driven out by the German army, but after the defeat of the 
latter in 19^4, Latvia was once more occupied by the Soviets and has since 
been incorporated into the Soviet Union, an action not recognised by the 
United States Government. 
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Mass deportations of Latvians took place in 19kl and also in l$>k8 
end 19*»9. A snail percentage of Latvians were able to escape to the 
Vest during the war years and only very few after the war. According 
to the testimonies of escapees and news received from behind the Iron 
Curtain, there Is strong and bitter resentment among the remaining 
Latvians against the Soviet political and economic oppression. Their 
principal ala is to survive in the hope that liberation might same 
day came. 

k. PROPOSALS.

i.e., collecting materials and providing scripts and guidance for 
the Latvian radio broadcasts from Radio Nac tonal, maintaining 
correspondence with the two persons In Madrid on matters pertain- 
ing to the broadcasts, transmitting cheeks in payment of feature 
articles to Latvian writers in the United States and other 
countries, as well ae monthly remuneration checks to the sub- 
agent* in Madrid, and maintaining the accounts of the Institute 
of Latvian Culture (ILC), a cover organisation, in whose name such 
p a yme n ts are being made. AHSB30/1 is to be employed in the toture 
under Project AHFLAO and Is to receive a salary of $6,000 per 
enaufe* Sue to hie extensive contacts and good standing among 
Latvian emigres' he is veil qualified to carry out these tasks. 

(2) Contract agent AEFLAQ/l (QA C-33099 dated IS July 1996 ), who 
Is to be employed as an announcer and script writer for the Latvian 
broadcasts in Madrid. Be is well qualified for this position, 
having had previous experience as a script writer and announcer at 
the Riga Radio Station. Be is to receive a salary of $6,000 per 

(3) ASFXAd/2 (QA pending - requested Much 1957)* a Latvian 

woman residing In Madrid who ha* been in charge of all the technical 
details connected with the Latvian radio broadcasts since their 
initiation in February 19$$. She is wall acquainted with the local 
situation In Madrid and is able to maintain and facilitate liaison 
with the Spanish authorities, aided by the fact that she is married 
to a Spanish minor gov e rnm en t official. She will continue to assist 
with the radio broadcasts and vlll receive a monthly salary of $100. 

(fc) A0IAQ/3 (Renewal of PQA requested March 1957 while awaiting 
QA) , the official Latvian dipLomatle representative to Madrid, who 
initiated these broadcasts to February 1955* is to continue to 
the capacity of consultant and script writer* ss well as for the 
purpose of m a int ain in g liaison with official Spanish authorities. 

Be «U1 receive a monthly remuneration of $50 for purphses of 
represe ntation and for preparing radio scripts.

The mechanism that will be utilised to provide cover for the trans- 
mission of the required financial support and guidance will be the XLC 
organisation* this is a cultural organisation established under pi Project 
AEMARSH in order to provide cover for covert activities as required. The 
funds required for maintaining XLC as an organisation will be borne by 
Project ASttRSH. 

b. Knowledgeablllty ♦ 

AEZERO/l is aware of being employed by CIA. AKFLAO/l is unwitting 
of CIA connection with the radio broadcasts, but is aware that the 0.8* 
Government (supposedly the Department of Defense) Is sponsoring the Latvian 
Seat Ion at Radio Bacional. ACTLAfl/2 and AZSXAO/3 are not aware of 0.8. 

. interest, but are under the impression that the broadcasts are sponsored 
by the TUB organisation. As far as can be determined, the Spanish 
government is not aware of any 0.8* government Interest. 

c. tiflcrational Security . 

There will be no direct or indirect contact between AE7LA0 personnel 
and personnel of the Madrid Station. AJESESO/l will maintain communications 
and provide directions utilising overt mall channels In the name of the XLC. 



d. Rials . 

No major risks are anticipated under present circumstances. 
Contact with covert associates will bs conducted In a secure manner. 

e. Personnel Disposal . 

No personnel disposal problems are anticipated. AHPLAO/2 and 
AfiFLAfl/3 both understand that they will receive financial support from XLC 
only as long as they comply with its directives and only so far as the 
programs are considered worth continuing.

Madrid. Negotiations between ZLC an d JJS fcAQ/3 vers en tered into during 1955, 
and an agreement was reached wtepp^'' TJ|C would provide { f ]£$hj(hf$al / assistance, 
ae well as personnel and equipflilrai'^foP the broadcasts dSKAQ/ 3 would 
relinquish control of the broadcasts but continue to adHPlb a consultant 
and as liaison with the Spanish authorities, A covert associate of SR/2 was 
dispatched to Madrid on TEK from Hoveaaber 1955 to March 1956 to assist in 
developing and improving these broadcasts. After his return to Headquarters, 
attempts were made to recruit a suitable person to be assigned to Madrid 
on a permanent basis as an announcer and script writer. AE?LA0/l was re- 
cruited during the summer of 1956 and is ready to be dispatched to Madrid 
Immediately upon approval of this project. Operational expenses covering 
PP activities during 1955 and 1956 were charged partly to the PP developmental 
fund and partly to project A8HARSH. During the past year, Latvian broad- 
casts have been made dally on a 15 -minute basis. Scripts and tape record- 
ings have been prepared by our covert associates in Washington. 

b. Commitments. 

(1) AE&BSO/l has been under contract with the Agency since August 
1951, and has been promised an Increase in salary to $6,000 per annum. 

(2) ASFLAG/l will be placed under contract at an annual salary 

of $6, 0<X) pine transportation to Madrid, as soon as this project la approved. 

(3) ASSXAG/2 fluid AEFLA0/3 have been promised and are receiving 
a monthly compensation of $50 each for their ssrviees; in the ease of 
AJEPLAG/2 this amount is to be tneresmed to $100 a month.
